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Tropical Storm Andrea 
moves toward Florida 
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MIAMI (AFP) - Tropical 
stami Aiidrea churned towai'd 
Florida Thursday with the 
threat of heavy rains and tor¬ 
nadoes, after damaging crops 
in Cuba and forcing the evac¬ 
uation of some 2,600 people. 

As of midday the first 
named storm of the Atlantic 
season packed maximum 
winds of 95 km per hour (60 
mph) as it moved northeast at 
22 kilometers per hour (14 
mph). 

It was 255 kilometers (160 
miles) west of Tampa and ex¬ 
pected to pick up speed over 
the course of the day, tlie Na¬ 
tional Hum,cane Center in 
Ml aim said, adding tliat An¬ 
drea carried the potential for 
wluppin guptornadoesmcen- 
tral and soutliem Flonda. 


Hie National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Adimm strati on 
has said this hurricane season 
-- it mns fi'om June 1 to No¬ 
vember 30 - will be paiticu- 
larly busy, with up to 20 
tropical stonns and as many as 
11 hum canes -- and up to six 
of them intense. 

In Cuba, rain fell for sev¬ 
enth straight day Thursday as 
Andrea moved away finom the 
island's western tip after forc¬ 
ing the evacuation of 2,600 
people. 

Some 30 villages were cut 
off by water, and in one ham¬ 
let more than 200 houses were 
submerged, tlie official news¬ 
paper Granina said 

Hie storm also caused crop 
damage that is still being tal¬ 
lied, it added

US lawmakers urge 
Obama to act on currency 
manipulation 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
majorit)'' of US House mem¬ 
bers wrate President Barack 
Obama Thursday urging km 
to act against currency ma¬ 
nipulation by nations like 
Japan, saying the tactics were 
"distorting the entire global 
econamy" 

The bipartisan effort 
comes as the United States 
negotiates the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership., a Pacific free 
trade agreement between 11 
countnes that would account 
for nearly 4D percent of the 
global economy 

"Exchange rales strongly 
influence trade flows, and m 
recent years cmrency manip¬ 
ulation has contnbuted to the 
US trade deficit and cost us 
American jobs/ said the 
group of 226 members of 
Congress in tlieir letter. 

" Incorporating curren'cy pro¬ 
visions in the agreement will 
strengthen our ability to- combat 
tliese unfeiir trade practices and 
help to create a level playmg 
field for Amencan workers, 
businesses, and farmers" 

They said up to a million 
US jobs have been "shipped 
overseas" as a result of cur¬ 
rency manipulation alone 

Amd "the consequences 
are not singular to the US; 
misahgned currencies are dis¬ 
torting tire entire glob al econ¬ 
omy," they said. 

None of the top four 
House lawmakers, including 
Speaker John Boehner and 
Democratic leader Nancy 


Pel 0 si, signed the letter, but 
heavy hitters like Budget 
Committee chairman Paul 
Ryan and the comnuttee's 
ranking Democrat Chris Van 
Hollen did. 

With Japan virtually cer¬ 
tain of joining tlie TP P nego¬ 
tiations next year, l awmakers 
singled out the island nation 
as a pnmaiy currency manip¬ 
ulator, particularly with the 
"mark el-distorting" practices 
of Japan's Pnme Mimster 
Sknzo Abe. 

Tlie House letter to Obama 
came just as Abe told AFP m 
an interview tliat Ins policies 
were "the only way" to fix the 
world's third biggest economy 

Those comments came 
days after the International 
Monetary Fund warned of 
downside risks to Tokyo's 
ballooning national debt.

GUANAJUATO (AFP) - Ex- 
president Vicente Fox said 
Wednesday that Mexico 
should legalize marijuana, 
steal business back from vi¬ 
olent drug cartels - and 
when it's legal, he's in (as a 
grower}.

North, South Korea 
agree to official

BITTERFELD (AFP) - Ger¬ 
many pushed on with efforts 
to secure nvei dykes with 
sandbags Tliursday, bracing 
far a surge of the worst floods 
in over a decade that have 
claimed 12 lives and forced 
mass evacuations across cen¬ 
tral Europe.

"I can confimi for you that 
we have received the infor¬ 
mation fi'om the French," 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki told re¬ 
porters, after French 
officials said tliey had evi¬ 
dence tliat sann gas had 
been used in Syna. 

‘"We will take a close look at 
this, just like we take a close 
look at any information 
that's provided, and we al¬ 
ways re CO mill end that any 
country provide information 
as well to the UN for their 
fiill investigation." 

But Psaki warned the US 
did not intend to "evaluate 
or litigate in public' what¬ 
ever infomiation it has re¬ 
ceived firom Paris. 

"We are still looking into fi¬ 
nalizing tlie facts, looking 
mto confirming the facts," 
she said, denying that the 
close inspection of the 
French information was

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Civil 
liberty groups; aud pnva-cy

The Guardian newspaper in 
London reported Thursday tliat 
Verizon one of the major US 
mobile phone operators, is 
under a top-secret court order 
to give the National Secunty 
Agency details on all telephone 
calls, botli domestic and inter¬ 
national, made on its networks 

R.eproduicmg the court order 
on its website, the Guardian 
said it shows for tlie first time 
dial under Obama's administi'a- 
tion, the phone records of mil¬ 
lions of Amencas are being 
indiscriminately collected by 
the National Security Agency 
(NSA) “regai'dless ofwhetlier 
diey ai'e suspected of any 
wrongdoing."

records was a cntical part of 
the ongoing US war on terror¬ 
ism.

Previously known as 
nCoV-EMC novel coron- 
avirus, the disease is a cousm 
of Severe Acute R.espiratory 
Syndrome (SARS), which 
spai'ked a world health scare m 
30Q3 when it leapt from ani¬ 
mals to humans in Asia and 
killed some 3DO people. 

Like SARS, MERS appears 
to cause an infection deep in 
tlie liuigs, with patients suffer¬ 
ing fi'om a temp eratui'e, cougli- 
ing and difficulty breathing. 

However, it differs fi'om 
SARS in that it also causes 
rapid kidney failure. 

Health officials have ex¬ 
pressed concern about the lugh 
rate of fatalities compared to 
tlie number of cases, warning 
tliat the disease could spark a 
new ^obal cnsisifit acquires 
an ability to spread more eas¬ 
ily.

TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwan's 
computer manufacturer Asus 
unveiled a mobile device 
Wednesday that it desenhed as 
the world's first three-iu-one 
tablet, laptop and desktop 
computer. 

The Transformei' Book Trio, 
shown off at tlie Computex 
Taipei IT trade show, is pow¬ 
ered by Intel's new fourtli-gen¬ 
eration processors and runs 
both Windows and Android 
operating systems 

It features an 11 (3-inch 
IQSCp screen and a detachable 
keyboard, allowing the user to 
operate the device as a tablet 
or a laptop computer. It can 
also be plugged into an exter¬ 
nal monitor and function as a 
desktop PC, the company said. 

When the screen and key¬ 
board are connected the sys¬ 
tem operates as a Windows 
PC, while separating the 
screen allows it to be used as 
an Android tablet. 

The hybrid is likely to be 
launched by the end of this 
yeai; the company sad. 

Asus did not disclose the 
price of its latest Transformer 
model, but analysts expect it to 
be relatively expensive and 
feai' its complicated design 
may he a ch^lenge to some 
users.

US bill would deny visas, freeze 
assets of hackers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of lawmakers proposed 
legislation Hiursday that 
would deny US entry and 
fi'eeze tlie assets of foreign na¬ 
tionals involved m haickmg or 
cybercrimes targeting the 
United States.

Scientist tell Australia to save Great, 
Bai’rier Reef 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Leading 
marine scientists warned the 
Austi'ahan gov eminent this 
week of the gi'owing threat to 
the Great Barrier Reef from 
unchecked induslnal develop¬ 
ment. 

More diaii 150 scientists 
fi’om 33 institutions signed a 
statement saying diat tlie min¬ 
ing and gas boom along the 
Queensland state coast was 
hastening the decline of the 
World Heritage area 

Tlie UN's educational, scien¬ 
tific and cultural body meets 
later tins montii to discuss pro¬ 
posals to hst the giant reef as a 
site "m danger". 

A UNESCO report in March 
found 43 development propos¬ 
als in the vicinity of the huge 
reef were under assessment and 
that the federal and stale gov¬ 
ernments had failed to improve 
water quahty in die area 

Ill the declm'ation, the scien¬ 
tists voiced concern about "the 
additional pressures that will be 
exerted by expansion of coastal 
ports and industrial develop¬ 


ment accompanied by a pro¬ 
jected near-doubling in dip¬ 
ping. ma|or coastal reclamation 
works, large-scale seabed 
dredging and dredge spoil dis¬ 
posal all eidier immediately ad¬ 
jacent to, or within the Great 
Barrier Reef World Heritage 
Area". 

"We are calling on the 
Queensland and Australian 
governments to ensure that the 
outstanding universal value... 
of die ... World Heritage prop¬ 
erty IS protected " 

Ecologist Hugh PosEiiigham 
said that over the last 27 years 
half of die reefs coral has been 
degraded. 

"This IS just going to accel¬ 
erate that, so we should really 
be doing the reverse," he told 
state broadcaster ABC 

"This just feels like a fuitlier 
insult, particulaiiy the dredge 
and the sedmieuts that aie 
going to be dug up m makmg 
diese ports" 

Such development was 
"likely to he die sti'aw diat 
breaks the camel's hack," he 


added. 

Odier signatories of tlie 
statement include scientists 
from die Umvei'sity of Hawaii, 
Australia's James Cook Um- 
versity.

Meanwhile in men's category Novak DJokovic and Rafael Nadal meetfor 
the 35th time on Friday when they clash for a place in the French Open final. World num¬ 
ber one DJokovic needs a Roland Garros title to become Just the eighth man to capture 
a career Grand Slam. Nadal, meanwhile, is Just two matches away from becoming the 
first man in history to win the sam e m ajor on eight occasions. Its the match-up that most 
neutrals would have hoped to have graced Sunday's final, but NadaPs seven-month ab¬ 
sence from the sport contributed to his number three seeding in Paris and hence a block¬ 
buster semi-final collision beckons.
